the chief Reafon of ics Inftitution, Viz. That the 
Woman may be a He:p-imeat to the Man, or that 
they may be a mutual Help and Comfort to each 
other. J: we confider farther that the moft fri, 
endearing and lafting Friendhhip, is very frequent 
between Men and Women, but very rare between 
tnole of the fame Sex ; what Reafon can there be 
to doubt that this Friendthip is alone a fufficient 
and jultifiable Keaton fur entring into a Srate of 
Marriage ¢ As a Confirmauon of our Opinion, it 
has been the conftant Belicf of the Church, thas

this fole confideration of Friendihip and mutual 
Comfort and Affiftance.
